A—B line passes through villages Nakaipasi, Padmabatipur and Rakas. 


B—C line passes along the part comroDn boundary of villages Rakas and Madupur (Alhadnagar), common boundary 

of villages Rakas and Damodarpur, Anantabcrini and Damodarpur, Lachhmanpur and Damodarpur, Lachhmanpur 
and Nakhatrapur which forms common boundary with the area acquired under section 9(1) of the Coal Act for 
Damodarpur Block, 

C—D—E lines pass through village Lachhmanpur and along the boundary of village Bharatpur which fonn common 
boundary with the area acquired u/s 9(1) of the Coal Act for Bharatpur Block, 

2—h line passes along the common boundaiy of villages Lachhmanpur and Balanda, Lachhmanpur Badasingada 

(which forms common boundary with the area acquired u/s 9(1) of the Coal Act for South Balanda Block,) 

lines pass along the common boundary of villages Lachhmanpur and Jamu Bahali, Baidesrar and Jamu Bahali^ 
Pabitrapur and Jamu Bahali, Pabitrapur and Danra, Anantabcrini and Danra Padmabatipur and Daiira, Dasara- 
thipur and Danra and part of villages Nakaipasi and Danra which forms common boundary with the area 
acquired u/s 9(1) of the Coal Act for Nandira Block.
